The conversation led to a visit to j 
Mr. Christy’s place of business in i 
Lumanda Park from which he is 
building up a line trade with ho -1 
tels and restaurants. Big contain- ( 
ers of coffee held different varieties 
procured from -various parts of the 
world. These are blended in vary¬ 
ing proportions according to the way 
the coffee is to be used. 

“This Java from the East Indies 
is the secret of the mellowest flavor 
ami aroma,” evplained Mr. Christy. 
“This Bogota coffee is for strength 
and we use more of it in restaurant 
coffee than most people would want 
for household use. This Santos from 
Brazil gives body and this Guatemala 
coffee has an important acid con¬ 
tent.” 

He went on mixing a batch of cof¬ 
fee, weighing each portion carefully, 
so many ounces of each to a pound. 
He explained it was for household 
use and put in more Java and less 
African. Sure enough, a test cup 
showed a marked difference from an¬ 
other batch mixed with the same 
varieties in different proportions for 
a hotel customer.
